The river flows between pre- 


cipitous walls of 
rock, which 


extend upwards on either side for 
a distance o£ perhaps a thousand 
feet, thence flaring- out on both 
sides and upwards until from 
rim to rim is a matter of from 
ten to twenty miles.

of the canyon above the rivet 
forms 
the

studded with butles, towers, pin- 
nacles, with a small plateau here 
and there.

plateaux that Thomas landed in 
his Thomas Special airplane.

party of tourists going down— 
on donkeys—and went with them 
as far as Indian Gardens down 
the Bright Angel frail. 


At Indian 
Gardens Thomas 


left- the tourists and struck out 
across the valley and soon found 
a likely looking spot. 
It was 


covered 
with 
greasewood — a 
small 
western 
shrub, 
about 


eighteen inches high—and was 
fairly level and about 60 by 450 
feet. 
The following day he obtained 


permission from Colonel Crosby, 
park superintendent, to attempt 
the landing, and the latter sent 
a Mr. Smith, chief ranger, down 
with Thomas to mark the land- 
ing-place- and to estimate the 
time necessary to clear it and put 
It in shape for a landing. This 
was accomplished by five men in 
one <3ay. 
This done, Thomaa returned to 


Williams, sixty-three mile* dis- 
tant from the canyon, and on 
the following morning; Tuesday, 
hopped off about 8 a. m. Climb-

NE of the chief dangers as I 
see it is the tendency to ex- 
pect from children the same 


wise reasoning which adults are 
supposed to practice We think we 
are punishing them for their faults, 
when the fact is we are punishing 
•hem because at nine or ten or 
eleven or twelie 5 ears they have 
not acquired the experienced wis- 
dom of their elders. We tell them 
they should have known better. At 
their age we did not ourselves 
know better, and at nine years no 
child will ever1 know better. To 
expect too much from a boy is apt 
to lead to punishing him merely for 
Being nine years old. 


Most of us who are fathers now 
have said to ourselves more than 
once that our children should have 
some of the pleasures of childhood 
which were denied to us. With us 
who went early to work, whose 
parents battled for the comforts 
which they could supply; whose 
boyhood was spent between school 
and the newspaper route "or the. 
errand-running for -the. neighbor- 
hood druggist, this tendency pre-

out and the pleasures -we lost our 
children shall have, yet in this 
dream of kindness lies great dan- 
ger. 


Better for as were the hardships 


we endured. " There is more hope 
for the busy boy than the idle one. 
The parents who let their children 
fat more candy than is good for 
them because they plead for It 
cause pain and Buffering wber* 


they hoped only to give pleasure. 
So on to the end of the chapter. 
Over-indulgence is Folly's broad- 
est road. 


My job as a father is a day and 


night task, and involves not only 
Eud, but me also. It is twofold m 
its obligation. I feel that I owe to 
him the best I can do with my 
strength. I cannot be a good 
father—and a poor citizen. I can- 
not be true to him—and false to 
my neighbors. I cannot be a cheat 
downtown—and a symbol of honor 
at home. If I am careless In my 
business, I shall be careless with 
him, too. 


This means that I must try to 


succeed for his sake. If I have 
gained his confidence I must also 
—in order to keep that confidence 
—gain his pride and respect. Not 
to do my own work to the best of 
my ability would be unfair to" him.

Two experienced detectives 
did the work. They succeeded be- 
cause they had learned to tell the 
crimm.'il eye; they knew the expres- 
sion of the countenance of profes- 
sional crooks.

deluge the Superintendsnt of Police 
with wails of grief. 
The first big loss was reported 


from a. fashionable apartment-ho- 
tel where five dwellers were robbed 
of sold, silver and jewels valued at 
J25,000. 
All of the victims were 


wealthy people and the pressure 
brought to bear on the metropoli- 
tan police caused special details to 
be sent out to catch the thief as he 
was disposing of the loot. 


No clues had been found. 
No 


one had seen the thief enter the 
apartment house and none had seen 
him lea\e. 
The largest amount of loot had 


bt,cn obtained in the apartment of 
a wholesale clothier, whom we will 
call Kendall. 
When the Kendall 


family returned from a matinee 
they 'first missed the silver plate. 
This led to a hurried inspection of 
the rooms. 
From Mrs. Kendall's 


boudosr had been taken a gold and 
pearl jewel box containing, among 
other things, a diamond necklace 
worth $3.000; the master of the 
house had lost $650 in cash, besides 
his diamond studs, a watch and a 
revolver of German make, while 
the 
three 
daughters had been 


robbed of ornaments and jewelry 
of considerable value. 
Detectives Albert Lynn and Ira 
Keeh were detailed by- Inspector 
C. L. Grant to investigate. 


They first looked for the means 


of entrance. Kendall assured them. 
that ho had locked the place se- 
curely before leaving. The lock of 
the door had not been tampered 
with, nor had the windows been 
jlirii^.Oil 
Ir.iuiry from the man- 
ager of the apartment house dis- 
closed the fact that no visitors had 
• 
been admitted through the street 
door to see the Kendalls that day. 
A close examination of electric 
light globes and s\vii.ch.es, door 
panels, window panes and of the 
receptacles which had been opened 
and looted failed to reaveal a sign 
of a finger print. Apparently the 
thief had worn gloves, - 
There wero no traces of vandal-

Trinkets 


of no" value had^been passed over 
by the thief. Articles which might 
have Attracted the common burg- 
lar or hobo had gone untouched. 
This proved that the ciook, who- 
ever he might be, was an expert 
criminal and not a mere novice. 


After a thorough inspection of 


drew to one side and consulted.

"It looks like it." returned Lynn 
in a low voice. "Either the v/oik 
o£ a servant or a;guest or else oC 
the old man himself trying1 to get 
the insurance."

Ths 
woman with whom Lauzon had 
been living and who had been re- 
leased at the time the burglar was 
arrested in the automobile, was 
now taken Into custody and in her 
effects Mid in trunks and suitcases 
w»ro (V^roverfd thousands of dol- 
lars worth of diamonds, jewels ana 
other valuables. 
The mystery of Lauzon's "scientific 


experiments" was uncovered when 
the detectives found what they ex- 
iioelcil to encouiilci—-a crucible for 
melting gold and silver into bars. 
Thus the burgler never risked sell- 
ing the silver plate and gold orna- 
ments in their, original form, but 
melted them up'into bars.

•Wild horses that roamed the Amer- 
ican continent were probably de- 
stroyed by great geological changes. 
Perhaps they were destroyed by the 
flood.

land sea are plainly visible, where 
coral reefs still stand, a'nd where 
vast beds of salt are deposited. 
That is a wonderful -country, that 
[Wild Horse country of Nevada. 
The first horses brought to Amer- 
ica were not English but Spanish, 
and were undobtedly of Oriental 
blood, as were the horses in Spam 
after the Moslem occupation. When 
the Spanish first came to this con- 
tinent there were no horses in 
either North or South America. 
Columbus on his second voyage to 
America brought horses to San Do- 
iningo. Cortez, when he landed in 
IB 7 9 on what was Mexico, was the 
first to bring horses to the main- 
land. 
They were the wonder of the 


Indians, who believed that they 
•were fabulous creatures from the 
eun, but it did not take long for 
them to estimate their true value. 
The Indians in the Mississippi Val- 
ley also loked with awe at the 
horses turned loose by the Span- 
ish explorer, De Soto, when his ex- 
pedition by land to the western 
frontier was a failure, and he re- 
turned south with his discouraged 
followers by boat. 
The 
horses 
turned loose became a portion of 
the wild stocks of the deserts and 
plains of the middle and far west. 


The wild horses of Mexico and 
the scattering bands that now exist 
on what was once called the Great 
American Desert, embracing Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, Nevada. Colo- 
rj.Uo, Utah and portions of Califor- 
nia, are doubtless descendants from 
the escaped horses of the early 
Spanish soldiers and explorers. 


The escaped horses reproduced 


rapidly and the isolated plains and 
deserts, in the states above men- 
tioned, 
became 
populous 
with 


them. 
Professor Osborn of the Amer- 
ican Museum of National History 
some years ago conducted explora- 
tions in Mexico studying the wild 
horses there, and he concluded his 
investigations with the theory that 
the wild horses were of early Span- 
ish stock, introduced by Span- 
ish soldieis and explorers. 


Scattered bands of wild horses 


still roam the great unfenced areas 
of land extending from Pyramid 
Lake in Nevada to Idaho. 
The writer saw many of these 
horses when he was a member of 
the Western Pacific railroad en- 
Kineers corps whon they ran their 
tmrvcvs through Nevada, when he 
camped for seven months on the 
great Granite Desert in Washoe 
county, an arm of which leads to 
the 
mountainous canyon, called 


Wild Horse Canyon, through which 
the Western Pacific railroad novr 
passes. 
These beautifully colored 


and almost perfectly formed un- 
bred horses of this region are email 
In statue, fleet of foot- and have 
exceptionally long flowing tails and 
manes.

these horses subsist on in this ap- 
parently desolate and barren look- 
ing country. In the early spring, 
if one will look closely around the 
roots of the purple and white sage, 
one will find green shoots of new 
grass appearing. This grass when 
matured forms the main part of 
their feed. 
Of course there are 


oases on this desert, like all others, 
where flowing springs abound, that 
keep the meadows green with grass. 
The oases in the sea of sand are 
now mostly inhabitatcd. and in the 
winter months the wild horses find 
-shelter in the remote mountain 
gorges, where they 
subsist 
on 


shoot's of young trees, such as the 
willow and mountain birch. 
Wild 


horses, rather than starve, will eat 
the moss and bark of juniper and 
scrub pines, which 
grow in the 
mountain cul-de-sacs (blind can- 
yons). 


Often times at the head of these 


canyons are living springs 01 water, 
and little meadows, and although 
the grass is coveredc with snow in 
the dead of winter, the horse will 
paw down to the turf and nibble it 
to appease his hunger. 
The daring cowboys who inhabit 
the bordering state of California 
use many rusea to capture these 
hoi'ses and are often successful. 
The cowboys from the .ranches 


and ranges of the north, filled with 
• spirit of adventure, hunted th«ra 


wild horses like the deer, elk and 
buffalo, with which they formerly 
roamed, and often rode home a 
broken wild horse as a sovenir to 
make more realistic the tales they 
told. 
A rancher in Willow Creek Val- 


ley, north of Susanville, captured 
and shipped a carload of these 
wild horses to Oakland some years 
ago. 
There are several methods 


of. capturing: these horses;- roping, 
corraling, trapping and creasing. 
All of them are filled with 
ex- 
citement and more or less danger. 


Wild horses are eternally on the 
watch for danger, and have their 
sentinels out scenting the approach 
of man. It is almost impossible to 
drive them off their natural range 
in their wild state, so they have to 
• be corraled in cul-de-sacs—natural 
corrals—which exist in the moun- 
tain ranges of the desert region. 
They arc driven into these corrals 
by the cowooys, most of whom 
watch the entrance, while others 
build a temporary fence of juniper 
trees, brush or rock, or all com- 
bined, across the entrances to the 
canyon. 
Th'« once built, part of 
the men who are outside try to rope 
the wary hors«s that have been cor- 
raled.

creasing. When severely wounded, 
or shot dettfl, the manes and tails 
are removed tor the hair they con- 
tain, and the hair made into ropea 
for riatias, _ halter-ropes, halters, 
reins and bridles. 


Many wild horses in the old days 


have been slam for the beautiful 
hair their tails and manes • con- 
tained. 
This practice became so 


prevalent tb.a.t laws woie passed to 
t>top the practice. 


When the bands of steel were 


laid across the Nevada desert and 
the iron horse made his appearance 
the shrieks -of the 
locomotive's 


whistle drove-the wild horse away 
from his u<i£ive haunts along the 
right of way. Soon after t e rails 
were first laid on the border of the 
Grantie desert, the writer saw a 
oaautiful black stallion "approach, 
the iron rails, in apparent wonder. 
He stopped short at the track,' 
' raibed his head, snorted, turned 


face- about and galloped off in the 
direction from which he came. 


Wild horses when broken gener- 


ally become lazy and very tame. 
Utually they are very de\ oted to 
their masters when treated hu- 
manely. 


Old horsemen of the plains will 
say that the wild horse :., a great 
lover of his native haunts, and if 
captured, especially when a colt 
and driven to civilization, he will 
try in every way to return to the 
wild. 
The writer one-; took a 


broken wild horse to pasture in the 
low foot hills bordering- thf Sncra- 
mento Valley. 
The proprietor Qt 
the ranch after entering the brand, 
and description of the horse in a 
note book, asked mo where the 
horse ..?as raised.

Several years ago when in the 
II. S. Forest Service, I-- owned a 
trained wild horse. I was camped 
near the base of Mt. Ingalls In the 
Plumas National Forest. 
In this 


vicinity were bear and mountain - 
lions in abundance. My little wild 
horse pony—"Bobby"—was in a, 
rude corral near my tent. 
One 


night he became so alarmed a£ a 
rustle in the bushes tftat he came 
and put his head through the flap 
of the tent. The-, next morning I 
found fresh bear tracks leading to' 
the corral. 


Wfiile with the railroad survey 


•we had a wild horse shifted over 
to our camp at Cabin Springs, on 
the border of the "Granite Desert. 
The boys all said he was a bad 
actor, so they never rode him or 
hitched him up, but kept him in 
a corral back of the barn. When 
we broke camp I was detailed to 
drive out one of the two-horse sup- 
ply wagons. It became my duty 
to harness up and hitch that little 
•wild hor«e to the heavily loaded, 
supply wagon. Jt was quite a job 
to harness and hitch him up. but 
with a good brake and a heavy 
load all was safe. 
The little wild 
horse made a few wild lurches as 
if to break loose and run away, but 
his efforts were a fa'.lure, the 
heavily loaded wagon 
was 
too 


much for him. By th<° time he had 
pulled through fifteen miles ol 
sandy desert road ho behaved Kke 
a sensible horse. At noon time we 
turned him over to another mem- 
ber of the party who hitched him 
to a light surrey and drove the 
transit man's wife and baby to the 
nearest railroad station without 'a. 
hitch in the pfoceedi'ngs. All the 
horse needed was work. 


Several carloads of wild horses 


shipped to Oakland proved a losing 
venture, as they were auctioned off 
at a low figure. Several other car- 
loads cf wild horses having "been 
shipped previonsly 2nd the market 
had become overstocked. 


JIan> of the old-time horses 
that the grocery and butcher boys 
of Oakland used to drive at break- 
neck speed through the streets, en-

THE MEDIAEVAL CITY 


WHY THE PEOPLE, OF THE MIDDLE AGES SAID THAT 


"CITY AIE IS FREE AIK'» 


THE early part of the Middle Ages had been an era of pioneer- 


ing and of settlement. 
A new people, who thus far had lived out- 


pide the wild range of forest, mountains and marshes which pro-, 
tected the north-eastern frontier of the Roman Empire, had forced 
its way into the plains of western Europe and had taken possession 
of most of the land. They were restless, as all pioneers have been 
since the beginning of time. They liked to be "on the go." They cut 
down the forests ond they cut each others throats with equal energy. 
Few of them wanted to live in cities. They insisted upon being "free," 
they loved to feel the fiesh air of the hillsides fill their lungs while 
they drove their herds across the wind-swept pastures. 
When they, 


no longer liked their old homes, they pulled up stakes and went 
away iu search of fresh adventures. 


The weaker ones died. 
The hardy fighters and the courageous 


women Tvho had followed their men into the wilderness survived. 
Jn this way they developed a strong race of men. They cared little 
for the graces of life. They were too busy to play the fiddle or write 
pieces of poetry. They had little love for discussions. "The priest, 
"the learned man" of the village (and before the middle of the thir- 
toenth century, a layman who could read and write was regarded as 
a "sis&yv) was supposed to settle all questions which had no direct 
iAaciIuu vuluv.. H^-.l.'Ic th: Or™"- 
»M«ft«,sn «ur Fmnkish 


Baron, tbe Northman Duke (or whatever tLeir names and titles) oc- 
cupied their share of the territory which once had been part of the 
great Roman Empire and among the ruins of past glory, they built 
a world of their own which pleased them mightily and which they 
considered quite perfect. 


They managed the affairs of their castle and the surrounding 


country to the bast of their ability. They were as faithful to the com- 
mandments of the Church as any weak mortal could hope to be. They 
were sufficiently loyal to their king or emperor to keep on good terms 
wilh those distant but always dangerous potentates. In short, they 
tried to*"do right aad to he fair to their neighbors without being ex- 
actly unfair to their own interests. 


It was not an ideal world in which they found themselves. The 


greater part of the people were serfs or "villeins," farm-hands who 
were a& much a part of the soil upon which they lived as the cows 
and sheep whose stables they shared. 
Their fate was not particu- 


larly happey nor was it particularly unhappy. But what was one 
to do? The good Lord ^ho ruled the world of the Middle Ages had 
undoubtedly ordered everything for the best. If He, in his wisdom, 
had decided that there must be both knights and serfs, it was not the 
duty of these faithful sons of the church to question the arrange- 
ment 
Tbe serfs therefore did not complain but when they were too 


hard driven, they would die off like cattle which are not fed and 
stabled in 1he right way, and then something would be hastily done 
to better their condition. But if the progress of the world had been 
left to the serf and his feudal master, we would still be living after 
the fashion of the twelfth century, saying "abracadabra" when we 
tried to stop a tooth-ache, and feeling a deep contempt and hatred for 
the dentist who offered to help us with his "science,",which most 
likely was of Mohammedan or heathenish origin and therefore both 
wicked and useless. 


When you grow up you will discover that many people do not 


believe in "progress" and they will prove to you by the terrible deeds 
of some of onr own contemporaries that "the world does not change." 
But I hope that you will not pay much attention to such talk. You 
see, it took our ancestors almost a million years to learn how to walk 
on their hind legs. Other centuries had to go by before their animal- 
like grunts developed into an understandable language. 
Writing— 


the art of preserving our ideas Jor the benefit of future generations, 
without which no progress is possible—was invented only four thou- 
sand yenrs ago. The ideas of turning the forces of nature into the 
obedient servants of man was quite new in the days of your own 
grandfather. It seems to me, therefore, that we are making progress 
at an unheard-of rate of speed. Perhaps we have paid a little too 
much attention to the mere physical comforts of life. 
That will 


change in due course of -time and we shall then attack the problems 
which are not related to health and to wages and plumbing and 
machinery in generaL 


THE CASTLE AND THE CITY. 


But please do not be too sentimental about the "good old days." 


Many people who only see the beautiful churches and the great works 
of art which the Middle Ages have left behind grow quite eloquent 
wtien uiey compare our own ugiy uviu^auuu wiji I us Iim.^ uuJ 
its noise and the evil smells of,back firing motor trucks with the cities 
of a thousand years ago. But these mediaeval churches -^Ire invar- 
iably surrounded by miserable hovels compared to which a modern 
tenement house stands forth as a luxurious palace. It is true that the 
noble Launcelot and the equally noble Parsifal, the pure young hero 
who went in search of the Holy Grail, were not bothered by the odor 
of gasoline. But there were other smells of the barnyard variety- 
odors of decaying refuse which had been thrown into the streets— 
of pigsties surrounding the Bishop's palace—of unwashed people who 
had inherited their coats and hats from their grandfathers and who 
had never learned the blessing of soap. I do not want to paint too 
unpleasant a picture. But -when you read in the ancient chronicles 
that the King of France, looking out of the windows of his palace, 
fainted at the stench caused by the pigs rooting in the streets of 
Paris, when an ancient manuscript recounts a few details of an epi- 
demic of the plague or of small pox, then you begin to understand 
that "progress" is something more than a catchword used by modern 
advertising men. 


No, the progress of the last six hundred years 'ttould not have 


been possible without the existence of cities. I shall, therefore, have 
to make this chapter a little longer than many of the others. It is 
too important to" be reduced to three or four pages, devoted to mere 
political events. 


The ancient world of Egypt and Babylonia and Assyria had been 


a world of ciiics. Greece had been a country of Pity Ftntes. The his- 
tory of Phoenicia was the history of two cities called Sidon and Tyre. 
The Roman Empire was the "hinterland" of a single tov/n. Writing, 
art, science, astronomy, architecture, literature, tke theatre—the list 
is endless—have all been products of the city. 


For almost four thousand years the wooden bJehive which we 


call a town had been the workshop of the world. Then came 1he 
great migrations. 
The Roman Empire was destroyed. 
The cities 


were burned down and Europe once more became a land of pastures 
and little agricultural villages. During the Dark Ages the fields of 
civilization had lain fallow. 


The Crusades had prepared the soil for a new crop. It was 


time for the harvest, but the fruit was plucked by the bur-ghers of 
the free cities. 


I have told you the story of the castles and the monasteries, with 


their heavy stone enclosures—the homes of the knights and the monks, 
Trho guarded mea's bodies and their sonls. You have seen how a few 
artisans (butchers and bakers and an occasional candle-stick maker) 
came to live near the castle to tend to the wants of their masters and 
to find protection in case of danger. Sometimes the feudal lord al- 
lowed these people to surround their houses wiih a stockade. But 
they were dependent for their living upon the -good-will of the mighty 


H 
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Beigneur of tie castle. "When lie went about they knelt before him 
and kissed his hand. 


Then came the Crusades an3- many things changed. The migra- 


tions had driven people from the northeast to the west. The Cru- 
•ades made millions of people travel from the west to the highly civ- 
lyized regions of the south-east.. They discovered that the world was 
not bounded by the four walls of their little settlement. They came 


' to appreciate better clothes, more comfortable houses, new dishes, 


products of the mysterious Orient. After their return to their old 
homes, they insisted that they 'be supplied with those articles. The 
j>eddler with his pack upon his back—the only merchant of the Dark 
Agps—added these goods to his old merchandise, bought a cart, hired 
» few ex-crusaders to protect him against the crime wave which fol- 
lowed this great international war, and went forth to do business \ipon 
a more modern and larger scale. His career -was not an easy one. 
Every time he entered the domains of another Lord be had to pay 
tolls and taxes. But the business was profitable all the*same and 
the peddler continued to make his rounds. 


Soon certain energetic merchants discovered that the goods which 


they had always imported from afar could be made at home. They 
tinned part of their homes into a workshop. They ceased to be mer- 
chants and became manufacturers. 
They 'sold their products not 


only to the lord of the castle^ and to the abbot in his monastery, but 
they exported them to nearby towns. The lord and the abbot paid 
them with products of their farms, eggs and wines, and with honey, 
•which in these early days Avas used as sugar. But the citizens of 
distant towns were obliged to pay in cash_iind the manufacturer and 
the merchant began to own little pieces of gold, which entirely-changed 
their position in the society of the early Middle Ages. 


']t is difficult for you. to imagine a world without money. In a 


modern city one cannot possibly live without money. All day long 
you carry a pocket full of small discs of mfital to "pay your way." . 
[You need a nickel for the streetcar, a dollar for a dinner, three cents 
for an evening paper. But many people of the early Middle Ages never 
KIW a piece of coined money fioni the time thev were born to the "day 
of their death. The gold and silver of Greece and Borne lay buried 
beneath the ruins of their cities. The world of the migration*, which 
had succeeded the Empire, was an agricultural world. Every farmer 
raised enough grain and enough sheep and enough co\\s for his own 
use. 


The medieval knight was a country squire and was rarely forced 


to pay for materials in money. Bis estates produced everything that 
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for his house were made along the banks of the nearest river. Wood 
for the rafters of the hall was cut from the baronial forest. The few 
articles th^ had to come from abroad ^ ere paid for in goods—in 
lioney—in eggs—in fagots. 


Cut the Crusades upset the routine of the'old agricultural life in 


n very drastic fashion. Suppose thnt the Duke of Hildesheim was 
going to the Holy Land. He must travel thousands of miles and he 
must pay his passage and his hotel bills. At home he could pay with 
pi-oducts of his fjjrm. 
But he could not well take a hundred dozen 


egc;s and a cart load of ham with him to satisfy the greed of the 
shipping agent of Venice or the inn-keeper of the Brenner Pass. These , 
gentlemen insistfd upon cash. His Lordship therefore was obliged to 
take a small quantity of gold with him upon his voyage. Where 
could he find this gold? He could borrow it from the Lombards, the 
descendants of the old Longobards, who had t^rned professional 
money-lenders, who seated behind their exchange table (coir-monlv 
known as "banco" or bank) were glad to let hie Grace have a few 
hundred gold pieces in exchange for a mortgage upon his estates, that 
they might be repaid in c.i^e His Lordship should die at the hands 
of the Turks. 


That was dangerous business for the borrower 
In the end, the 


Lombards invariably owned the estates and the' Knight became a 
bankrupt, who hired himself out as a fighting man to a more powerful 
«nd more careful neighbor. 


His Grace could also go to that part of the town where the Jews 


Tvere forced to live. There he could borrow money at a rate of fifty 
or sixty percent interest. 
rJ%at, too, waes bad business. 
But was 


there a way out? Some of the people of the little city which sur- 
rounded the castle were said to have money. They had known the 
young lord all his life. His father and +heir fathers had been good 
friends. 
They would not be unreasonable in their demands. Very 


well. His Lordship's clerk, a monk who could write and keep ac- 
counts, sent a note to the best known merchants and asked for a 
small loan. The townspeople met in the work-room of the jeweler 
(who made chalices for the nearby churches and discussed this demand. 
SPhey could not well refuse. 
It would serve no purpose to ask for 


"interest." In the first plase, it was against the religious principles 
of most people to take interest and in the second place, it would never 
be paid except in agricultural products and of these the people had 
enough and to spare. 


"But," suggested the tailor who spent-his days quietly sitting upon 


Jiis table and who was somewhat of a philosopher, "suppose that we 
ask some favour in return for oiw money. We are all'fond of fishing. 
But his Lordship won't let us fish in his brook. Suppose that we-let 
Slim have a hundred ducats and that he give us in return a •written 
guarantee allowing us to fish all we want in all of his rivers.

They were sorry his 
Lordship had been annoyed by the fishermen, but as his Lordship 
might "perhaps remember he had given them permission to do so him- 
self, and the tailor produced the Charter which had been kept in 
the safe of the jeweler ever since the master had gone to the Holy Land.

need of some money. In Italy he had signed his name to certain 
documents which were now in the possession of Salvestro dei Medici, 
ihe well-known banker. 
These documents were "promissory notes" 


and they were due two months from date. Their total amount came 
to three hundred and forty pounds, Flemish gold. Under these cir- 
cumstances, the noble knight could not well show -the rage which 
filled his heart and his proud soul. Instead, he suggested another lit- 
tle loan.

stood by and said nothing. 
But 


when next his Lordship needed 
money to pay for the dowry of his

forced to eat humble-pie and offer 


to make certain reparations. Before his Lordship got the first in- 
stallment of the stipulated sum, the townspeople were once more in 
possession of all their old charters and a brand new one which 
permitted them to build a "city-hall" and a strong tower where all 
the charters might "be kept protected against fire and theft, which, 
really meant protected against future violence on the part of the Lord 
and his armed followers.

This, in a very general way, is what happened during the cen- 


turies which followed the Crusades. It wasy a slow process, this grad- 
ual shifting of power from the castle to the city. There was some 
fighting. A few tailors and jewelers were killed and a few castles 
went up in smoke. But such occurrences were not common. Almost 
imperceptibly the towns grew richer and the feudal lords grew poorer. 
To maintain themselves they were for ever forced to exchange char- 
ters of civic liberty in return for ready cash. The cities grew. They 
offered an asylum to run-away serfs who gained their liberty after 
they had lived a number of years behind the city walls. They came 
to be the home of the more 
energetic elements of the sur- 
rounding 
country 
districts. 


They were proud of their new 
importance and expressed their 
power in the churches and pub- 
lic buildings which they erect- 
ed around the old market place, 
where centuries before the bar- 
ter of eggs and sheep and 
honey and salt had taken place. 
They wanted their children to 
have a better chance in life 
than they had enjoyed them- 
selves. They hired monks to 
:ome to their city and be school 
teachers. When they heard of 
of~a man who could paint pictures upon boards of wo^od, they of- 
fered him a pension if he would come and cover fbe walls of their 
chapels and their town hall with scenes from the Hoiy Scriptures. 


Meanwhile his Lordship, in the dreary and drafty halls of his cas- 


tle .saw all this upstart splendor and regretted the day when first 
he had signed away a single one of his sovereign rights and preroga- 
tives. But Le was helpless. The townspeople witJh their well-filled 
strong-boxes snapped their fingers at him. They were free men, 
fully prepared to hold what they bad gained by the sweat of their 
brow and after a struggle which had- lasted for more than ten gea> 
.raions.

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MEDIAEVAL SELF-GOVERNMENT 


HOW THE PEOPLE OF THE CITIES ASSERTED THEIR 


RIGHT TO BE HEARD IN THE ROYAL COUNCILS OF 
THEIR COUNTRY. 


As long as people Tyere "nomads," wandering tribes of shepherds, 


all men had been equal and had been responsible for the welfare and 
safety o.f the entire community. 


But after they had settled down and sonje had become rich and 


others had grown poor, the government was apt to fall into the hands 
of those who were not obliged to work for their living and who could 
devote themselves to polities., 


I have told you how this had happened in Egypt and in Mesopo- 


tamia and in Greece, and in Rome. It occurred among the Germanic 
population of western Europe as soon as order had been restored. 
The western European world was ruled in the first place by an 
emperior who was elected by the seven or eight most important kings 
of the vast Roman Empire" of the German nation and who enjoyed 
a great deal of imaginary and very little actual power. 
It was 


ruled by a number of kings who sat upon shaky thrones. The every- 
day government was in the hands of thousands of feudal princelets. 
Their subjects were peasants or serfs., There were few cities. There 
was hardly any middle clas«. But during the thirteenth century 
'(after an absence of almost a thousand years) the middle class—the 
merchant class—once more appeared upon the historical stage and 
51s ii?e in power, as •we saw in the last chapter, had meant a decrea1^ 
in the influence of the castle folk. 


THE SPREADING OF THE IDEA OP POPULAR SOVEREIGNTY. 


Thus far, the Ling, in ruling his domains, had only paid atten 


tion to the wishes of his noblemen and his bishops. But the new 
world of trade and commerce which grew out of the Crusades forced 
him to recognize the middle class or suffer from an ever inereating 
emptiness of his exchequer. Their majesties (if they had followed 
their bidden wishes) would have as lief consulted tlieir cows and their 
pigs as the good burghers of their cities 
But they could not help 


themsehes 
They swallowed the bitter pill because it was gilded, 


^but not without a struggle. 


" In England, during the absence" of- Richard the Lion Hearted 


•who had gone to the Holy Land, but who was spending the greater 
part of his crusading voyage in'an Austrian jail) the government 
of the country had been placed in the hands of John, a brother of 
Richard, who was his inferior in the art of war, but his equal as a 
bad administrator. John had begun his career as,a regent by losing 
Normndy and the greater part of the French possessions. 
Next, he 


bad managed to get into a quarrel with Pope Innocent III, the fa- 
mous enemy of the Hohenstaufens. The Pope had excommunicated 
'John (a Gregory VII had excommunicated the Emperor Henry IV 
two centuries before). In the year 1213 John had been obliged to 
make an ignominious pence just as Henry IV had been obliged to do 
in the year 1077. 


Undismayed by his lack of sticcess, John continued to abuse his 


royal power until his disgruntled vassals made a,prisoner of tlieir 
anointed ruler and forced him to promise that he would be good 
and would never again interfere with the ancient rights of his sub- 
jects. All this happened on a little island in the Thames, near the 
village of Runnymede, on the 15th of June of the year 1215. The 
document to which John signed his name was called the Big Charter 
•—the Magna Charta. It contained very little that was new. It re- 
stated in short and direct sentences the ancient duties of the king 
and enumeraed the privileges of his -vassals. It paid little attention

to the rights (if anj) of the vast majority of the people, the peas- 
ants, but it offered certain securities to the lising class of the mer- 
chants. It was a charter of great importance because it defined the 
powers of the king with moie precision than had ever been done before. 
But it was still a purejy mediaeval document. It did not refer to 
common human beings, unless they happened to be the property of 
the vassal, which must be safe-guarded against roval tyranny just as 
the Baronial woods and cows were protected against an excess of zeal 
on the part of the royal foresteis 


A few years lalyer, however, we begin to hear a very different note 


in the councils of Mis Majevty. 


John, who was bad, both by birth, and inclination, solemnly had 


promised to obey the great charter and then had broken every one 
of its many stipulations. Fortunately, he soon died and was suc- 
ceeded by his son Henry III, who was forced to recognize the chaiter 
anew. Meanwhile, Uncle Richard, the Crusader, had cost the coun- 
try a great deal of money and the king was obliged to ask for a few 
loans that he might pay hi* obligations to the Jewish money-lenders. 
The large land-owners and the bishops who acted as councillors to 
the king could not provide him with the necessary gold and silver 
The 


king then gave orders that a few representatives of the cities be called 
upon to attend the sessions of his Great Council. They made their 
first appearance in the year 1205 They were supposed te> ,act only 
as financial experts who wcie not supposed to take part in the geneva! 
discussion of matters of state, but to.give advice exflusively upon 
the question of taxation. 


Gradually, however, the^e representatives of the "commons" were 


consulted upon many of the problems and the meeting of noblemen, 
bishops and city delegates developed into a regular Parliament, a 
place "on Pon parlait," which means in English where ^people talked, 
before important affairs of state were decided upon. 


But the institution of such a general advisory-board with certain 


executive powers was not an English invention, as seems to be the 
general belief, and government by a "king and his parliament" was 
by no means restricted to the British Isles. You will find it in every 
part of Europe. In some countries, like France, the rapid increase 
of the Royal power after the Middle Ages reduced" the influence of 
the "parliament" to nothing. In the year 1302 representatives of the 
cities had been admitted to the meeting of the French Parliament, but 
five centuries had to pass before this cParli-jment'J was strong enough 
to assert the rights of the middle class, the so-called Third Estate, and 
break the pbwer of the king 
Then they made up for lost time and 


during the French Revolution, abolished the king, the clergy and the 


nobles and made the repre- 
sentatives of the common 
people the rulers of the 
land. In Spain the '"cortes" 
(the king's council) bad 
been opened to the com-"1 


moners as early as the 
first half of the twelfth' 
century 
In the German 


Empire a number of im- 
portant cities had obtained 
the 
rank 
of 
"imperial 


cities" whose representa- 
tives must be heard in 
the imperial diet. 


In Sweden, representa- 


tives of the people attended 
th« sessions of the Riksdag 
at the first meeting of the 
year 1359. In Denmark the 
Daneholf, the ancient na- 
tional assembly, was re-esr 
tablished in 1314, and, al- 
though the nobles often 
regained .control of 
the 


country at the expense of 
the king and the. people, 
the representatives of the 
cities were never com- 
pletely deprived of tLeir 
power.

For two 
centuries, the representatives of the town-councils ruled the country 
Without a king, without bishops and without noblemen.

gVHAT THE PEOPLE OF THE MIDDLE AGES THOUGHT OF 


THE WORLD IN WHICH THEY HAPPENED TO LIVE. 


BATES are a very useful invention. We could not do without them 


bpt'unless we are very careful, they will play tricks with: us. They 
«re apt to make history too precise. For example, when I talk of 
the point-of-view of mediaeval man, I do not mean that on the 31st 
of December, of the year 476, suddenly all the people of Europe said, 
*Ah, now the Roman Empire has come to an end and we are livivg 
in the_ Middle: Ages. How interesting!" 
' 
-. . 


s You could have found men at the .Era'nkish court of-Charlemagne 


who were Romans in their habits, in their manners/in their out-look 
upon life. On the other'hand, when you grow up you will discover 
Hhat tome-of the people in this world have never passed beyond 
the stage of the cave-man. -All times and all ages overlap, and the 
Ideas of succeeding generations play tag with each other. But-H-is 
possible to study tibe minds of a good many true representatives of the 
Middle Ages and then -give you an idea of the average man's attitude 
' toward, life and the many difficult problems of living. 


First of all, remember that the people of the Middle Ages never 


thought of themselves as free-born citizens, who could come, and go 
«t will and shape their fate according to their ability or energy or 
luck. On the contrary, they all considered themselves part of the 
general scheme of things, which included-emperors and serfs, popes 
and heretics,, heroes-and swashbucklers, rich men, poor men, beggar 
men and thieves. They accepted this divine.ordinance and asked no 
questions. In this, of. course, they differed radically from modern 
jpeople who accept nothing and who are forever trying to improve 
itheir own financial and political'situation. 


To the man and woman of the thirteenth century, the world here- 


of ter—a Heaven of wonderful delights and a Hell of brimstone and 
suffering—meant something more than empty words or vague theo- 
logical phrases. -It was an actual fact and the mediaeval btirghers and 
knights spent the, greater part of their time preparing for it We 
modern people regard a noble death after a weltspent life with the 
quiet calm of the ancient Greeks and Romans. After three score years 
of work and effort, we go to sleep with the feeling that all will be well. 


But during the Middle Ages, the King of Terrors with bis grin- 


ning skull and his rattling bones was mail's steady companion. He 
svoke his victims np with terrible tunes on:his scratchy, fiddle—-he sat 
'down wiili lueni at dinner—he smiled at them from behind trees and 
Bhrubs when they took a girl out for a walk. If you had heard noth- 
ing but hair-raising yarns about cemeteries and coffins and fearful 
"jtiiseases when yon were very young, instead of listening to the fairy 
stories of Anderson and Grimm, yon, too, would have lived all .your 
flays In a dread of the filial hour and the gruesome day of Judgment, 
"ffhat is exactly what happened to the; children of the Middlei .Ages. 
EFhey moved in a world of devils and spooks and only a few occasional 
•jyjela, Sometime* their few of the futTire fifed their sonli 
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humility and piety, but often it influenced them the "other way and 
made them, cruel and sentimental. They would first of all murder all 
the women and children of a captured city and then they would de- 
voutly march to a holy spot and with their hands gory, with the blood 
of innocent victims, they would pray that a. merciful heaven forgive 
them their sins.' Yea. they_.''would-.'do more- than ^pray, they would 
weep,bitter tears and-^'ould, confess themselves "the most.wicked of 
sinners. 'But the next day, ;they would; once more butcher a eaiap 
of Saracen enemies without a .spark of mercy in their h'earts. 


Of course, the Crusaders were Knights and obeyed a-somewhat 


different code of manners from the common men. But in such respects ^ 
the ^common man was just the same as hi's master. He, too, resembled 
a shy horse, easily frightened by a 'shadow or silly 'pitce of paper, 
capable of excellent and faithful service but liable to pun away and 
do terrible damage when his feverish imagination saw a ghost. 


In judging these good people, however, it is wise to remember the 


terrible disadvantages under which they lived. They were relflly bar- 
barians who posed as civilized people. Charlemagne and.Otto the 
Great were called "Roman Emperors,", but they had as little resem- 
blance to a.real Roman Emperor (say Augustus or Marcus Aurelius)] 
as "King" Wumba; Wumba 6f the upper Congo has to the highly edu- 
cated rulers of Sweden or Denmark. - They were savages who lived 
amidst glorious rUins'but who did not share the benefits of the civil- 
ization which their fathers and-grandfathers had destroyed. They 
knew nothing. They; were ignorant of almost every fact which a boy. 
of twelve-knows today. They were obliged to go to one single book 
for all their information. That was the Bible. But those parts of the 
Bible wliicb have influenced the history of the human race for the 
better are-those chapters of the New Testament which teach us the 
great moral lessons of love, charity and forgiveness. As a handbook 
of astronomy,, zoology, botany, geometry and all the other sciences, 
the venerable book is not entirely reliable. In.the. twelfth century, a 
second book was added to the medueval library, the great encyclopaedia 
of useful knowledge, compiled by Aristotle,;the Greek philosopher of 
'the fourth century before Christ. Why the Christian church should 
have been .willing to accord such high honors to the teachers of Alex- 


• ander the Great, whereas they condemned all other Oreek philosophers 
on account of their heathenish doctrines, I really do not-know. But 
next to the Bible, Aristotle was. recognized as the only reliable teacher 
whose works could be safely placed" into the hands of true Christians. 


His works had reached -Europe in a somewhat roundabout way. 


They had gone from Greece to Alexandria. 
They had then been 


translated from the Greek into the Arabic language by tfce Mohatn- 


lowed the Moslem armies Into Spain and the philosophy of the great 
Stagirite (Aristotle was a native of Stagira in Macedonia) was 
taught in the Moorishuniversities of Cordpva, The Arabic text was 
then translated into Latin by the Christian students who had crossed 
the Pyrenees to get a liberal education and this much traveled.version 
.of the famous books was at last taught at the different schools of 


northwestern Europe. It was not very clear, but that made it all 
the more interesting.

With the help of the Bible and Aristotle, the most brilliant meix 


of the Middle Ages>now set to work- to explain all things between 
.Heaven and Earth in their relation to the expressed will of God. These 
brilliant men, the so-called Scholafets or Schoolmen, were really very ' 
intelligent, but they had obtained their information exclusively from 
books; and never from actual observation; If they wanted to lecture 
on the sturgeon or on caterpillars, they read the Old and New Testa- 
ments and Aristotle, and told, their students everything these good 
books had to say upon the subject of caterpillars and sturgeons. They" 
did not" go. out to the nearest river to catch a sturgeon. They did 
not. leave their libraries and repair tpsthe bacqyard to catch a few 
eater-pillars and look at these animals and study them in their native 
haunts. Even such famous scholars as Albertus Magnus and Thomas 
.Aquinas did not inquire whether the sturgeons in the land of Pales- 
tine and the caterpillars of Macedonia might not have been different 
from the sturgeons and the caterpillars of western Europe...' 
. 


When occasionally an exceptionally curious person like Roger Ba- 


con appeared in-the. council of £lie learned and began to experiment 
with magnifying glasses and funny little'telescopes'and actually 
dragged the sturgeon and the caterpillar into the lecturingjtoorn and 
proved that they were different from the creatures described by the 
0" Testament andvby Aristotle, the Schoolmen shook their dignified, 
heads. Bacon was going too far. When he dared to suggest that 
an hour of actual observation was worth more than ten years with" 
Aristotle and that the works of that famous Greek might as well 
have remained untranslated for all the good they had ever done, the 
scholasts went to the"police and said, "This man is a danger to the 
safety of the state. He wants us to study Greek that we may read 
Aristotle in the original^ Why should he not be contented WJth our 
Latin-Araoic translation .which has satisfied our .faithtnl people for 
so many hundred years? Why is he so curious about the insides of 
fishes and the insides of insects? He is probably a wicked magician 
trying to upset the established order of things by his Black Magic." 
And so well .did they plead their cause that the frightened guardians 
of the peace forbade Bacon to write a single word for more than ten 
years. Wheirhe resumed.his studies he had.learned a lesson. He 
wrote Ins books in a queer cipher which made it impossible for hia 
contemporaries to read them,-a trick wiich T^came common as tbie 
Church became more desperate in its attempts to prevent: peoplg 
from asking questionswhich .would lead to, doubts ;and infidelity. ;

Davis Tennis 


Cup Contest 


World Event 


(By International News Service) 
T IKE many great institutions, 


tjie Davis Cup series started 


in a comparatively small way. In 
1900 Dwight F. Davis, donor of 
the trophy, conceived the idea of 
international 
team 
matches 
in 


tennis 
between 
American 
and 


England, .the cup to be placed in 
competition annually. 


It ceased, however, to be a two- 


team affair in 1904, when Austria, 
Belgium and France nominated 
teams, and it has grown with each 
passing year" until today more 
than a dozen countries are enter- 
ing the field annually. 


America scored the first victory 


in 1900, Dwight Davis, Malcolm 
D. "Whitman and Holcome Ward 
turning back the British, composed 
of A. W. Gore, E. D. Black and 
H. Roper Barrett, three matches 
to none. In 1903 R. F. and H. L. 
Dohetty fook ihr rvp to England 
where it -remained four years.

Dixon and A. E.. Beamish carried 
it back to England. 


The following year saw the 


American team of Maurice Mc- 
Laushli", R. Norris ^Villiams, II, 
H. H. Hackett and W- "»ce John- 
son come into its own after years 
of fruitless endeavor, defeating 
the British in the challenge round 
3 \o 2. But the cup remained 
just one rear, for in 1914 Brookes 
and Wilding again fe'l heir to the 
much-traveled piece of silver after 
a series of memorable matches, 
and the war intervening. It re- 
mained in the Antipodes without 
competition until 1919. when Wil- 
liam T. Tilden and William M. 
Johnston returned it to its origi- 
nal horns without the loss of a 
match. It is still here.

Another 
thing to be careful of is that ther? 
is no dirt, sand or small stones in 
the casing. 
"It should be seen that it Is per- 


fectly clean. Any dirt or grit will 
quickly cut the inner tubs. Always 
see that the inside of the casing is 
dry. Dust in some soapstone, but 
not too much, otherwise the soap- 
stone might also have a tendency 
to cut the tuba where too much is 
used. 


"Do not use wet soapstone, it will 


cause the tuba to stick 'to the cas- 
ing and is liable to tear when 
necessary to remove it again. By 
watching these little things the mo- 
torist may add many miles to the 
use of .both tubes and tires."

HOTEL PAKKTSG FACILITIES. 


One of the new problems for the 


ipodern wide awake hotelman is 
that of providing ample parking j 
space for the accommodation of 
his guests' cars. Some hotel man- 
agers ara attacking the problem 
and are meeting with success; oth- 
ers allow the city to put through 
Ordinances 
restricting 
parking 


around the hotel and sock no way . 
to make it easier for the motorist 
to stop off. Where the latter Is the 
case the motorist is justified In 
driving on to some other hotel that' 
can offer him the sort of service 
the tourist of today expects. 


When 
a hotelman sets 
aside 


tome of the 
land 
adjoining his 


building for the exclusive use of 
guests as parking space he de- 
serves to be patronized. This is 
also true of the hotel that offers 
frea storage of cars In its own gar- 
age. There are a number of cases 
where such services are offered to 
the motor tourist, but compara- 
tively speaking they are rare. Most 
hotelmen are trying to make it as 
easy as possible for the motorist 
by employing doormen who keep 
the street In front of the hotsl, or 
to the aide, reserved for guests. 
They have a way of doing it very 
skilfully. 


In this" connection it would seem 


that the least any resident motorist 
can do Is to discourage parking In 
front of his home town hotel, 
when ho could just as wp]l park it 
elsewhere will live to witness the 
day when he'll want to stop In 


front' o* a hotel only to find a lot 
of resident cars in the way. 


THE OLD MECHANIC SAYS: 
"Ever notice how some of thes cars 


with semi-floating rear axles give a. 
peculiar creaking sound when they 
start off? 
The noise seems to come 


from one of the rear wheels, and 
sounds like something in need of 
grease. When I spoke to one party 
about the noice his left hind wheel 
made each time he let in the clutch ' 
he explained that the trouble was due 
to the left brake band. He said it 
needed cleaning and readjusting. 
I 


asked him where he got the fool idea. 


'Well, there's nothing wrong with 


the brake bands on these cars and 
never teas. It's simply-a loose wheel 
on the axle. A lot of drivers don't 
believe this when I tell 'em because 
they unscrew the hub cap, take out 
the cotter pin and find that the nut 
on the axle seems tight enough. But 
thafs just the point. The nut is tight 
enough to furnish plenty of pressure 
between the wheel and the axle but 
not tight enough to keep'the wheel 
rigidly attached to the axle. The shaft 
turns slightly in the wheel hub when 
'•he clutch is let in, making the same 
sort of noise you would get by screw- 
ing a tapered glass stopper into the 
neck of a vinegar cruet."

and was developing normally. 
For the period of several months 
Miss deLacy kept track of the 
youngster and instituted such 
investigations as to his parentage 
as was possible. The father and 
his two brothers had been killed, 
and, so far as could be learned 
there was no one attached by 
ties of kinship to the little or- 
phan. Miss (ieLacv does not re- 
veal the name of the lather and 
mother, hut asserts that they 
were gentle in birth and of cul- 
ture and refinement. 
She adopted the baby, received 


from the French government a 
"deed of gift" and at the conclus- 
ion of her duties 'n France re- 
turned to her homeland with "her 
babv" determined to give younp 
Phillipe the best education avai!r 
able, 'little dreaming' that he 
•would soon be laying up fo.r hi* 
own education more money In a 
week than would \be~her lot to

early short stories and then tried 
to use his name as the author of

photoplay t'tlod "I Am the Law." 
The short 
story,- titled

Poetic Justice of Uko San," orig- 
inally appeared in Outing Maga- 
zine before Curwood was well 
known, and, it being both old and 
short, the movie rights to it 
could be bought from an agent,, 
for a low figure. 
United States District Judge 


Knox, before whom the case was 
tried, granted an inhinclion pre- 
venting the pietuz* from being 
exhibited under Turwood'st name.

What is the best way to learn 


cinema •writing, commonly called 
scenario writing? 


This question is one now fre- 


quently asked, because of 
the 
great number of people interest- 
ed in the new art o£ writing for 
the screen. 
Cinema plays are not published 


like stage plays and the picture 
on the screen reels off so fast 
that the cinema student does not 
have time to a" .;orb- the tech- 
nique involved in the mechan- 
ical structure of the 
swiftly 


changing scenes before him and 
gets only a. confused, jumbled 
Idea of how it is done. 
He gets 


^ the effect rather than the sub- 
* stance. 
Therefore, one of the 
hardest obstacles in the path of 
the aspiring photodramatist is 
the procedure by which he can 
become familiar with the funda- 
mentals of the new literary art. 
The question which opens this 


discussion was put to Frank E. 
Woods, chief supervisor of Para- 
mount Pictures at the Lasky Stu- 
dio, president ot" the Screen Writ- 
ers' Onild, and himself one of the 
earfiest -writers for the screen. Ia 
answer, Woods gave a short lit- 
erary recipe, which, if strictly ad- 
hered, to, 
should 
prove highly 


valuable to the student of cinema 
tvriting. 


nhich the continuity has been 
pronounced good," says Woods, 
"and go down to the theater and. 
eee it. The first time one sees a 
picture, one is engrossed in ita 
entertaining qualities, provided it 
has that virtue, and cannot con- 
centrate attention on mechanics. 
Then go down again and see the 
picture, this time studying it 
from the angle of the way it is 
constructed, scene by scene, the 
characters playing In each scene 
and 
noting 
how 
the 
scene 
changes from a group to a close- 
up of one or perhaps two of the 
characters, in order that their 
expressions may be more forcibly 
registered and that all the atten- 
tion may be concentrated on one 
or two particular characters who 
have the 
important action in 
that particular spot of the story. 


"Se« the picture a third time, 


and a fourth, studying closely 
mechanical details, effects, set- 
tings, camera angles, the uses of 
the dissolve, the vision and the 
fade-out, and the interpolation 
of spoken and descriptive titles. 
Then, after seeing the picture 
several times, go home and sit 
down and try to write the story 
from memory, scene by scene. 
Translate into words what you 
have seen on the screen. 
The 
result will be virtually a screen 
continuity. Then go back to the 
theater and see the picture again 
and r.ctc the rerj'.t of yn'.ir ef- 
forts, your mistakes, what parts 
you have omitted and their im- 
portance to the story. 
"Then make another attempt 


at translating the picture into 
•words. 
Remember the distinc- 


tions between fiction, plays and 
cinema, plays. 
The novel de- 


scribes settings and characters 
and puts words into the mouths 
ol those characters. 
The play 


describes settings and sets forth 
lines for the characters, they 
conforming their action to agree 
and synchronize with their lines. 
The cinema play tells wha£ the 
players do, how they act and how 
they express the ideas involved 
In the story, principally by action 
and with, as little dialogue as 
possible.

Big Stories Are 


By Eilm MaEers 


Scenario writers Jn all parts of 


the world are constantly asking 
what kind of stories producers 
want. 
Paul 
Bern, 
Goldwyn 


scenario editor, has written the 
following interesting 
memoran- 


dum, which 
shows 
the trend 


toward big special productions: 


"We are In the market — as a 


matter of fact, we are particu- 
larly anxious — to secure some 
stories. 'It 'is very hard, how- 
ever, to specify just exactly what 
the requirements are, because it 
is almost impossible to make the 
demands specific without ca'lmg 
for a particular story, and thus 
immediately 
conventionalizing 


the whole subject by limiting it 
to a hackneyed style. 


""We intend to make only really 


big pictures, and therefore are 
not interested in light comedies, 
in vehicles designated specifically 
to exploit a personality; we do 
not want costume stones, nor as 
a general thin? do we want 
small-town or Western subjects. 
We do want great big stories, but 
what this bigness consists of 
must . be left largely to the in- 
ventiveness of the author. 
A so- 


called 'society background' is m- 
\aluable in making a picture 
commer'cially acceptable. 
The 


use of fundamental human rela- 
tionships, resulting in 
terrific 


dramatic clashes, is definitely de- 
sirable when it does not lead to 
heaviness or morbidity. 
A com- 


edy-drama or other story end- 
ing in a great spectacular climax 
interests us. 


"As a matter of fact, almost 
any story which has at least one 
smashing sequence offers enough 
to intrigue our interest. 
We 


want stories with some resem- 
blance to life as it is. but on the 
other hand would not turn doivn 
anything with a great melodra- 
matic snark or thrill. 


To sum up, we are anxious 


to make only big pictures, and 
for this purpose we want great 
stories of definite audience ap- 
peal. 
No formula can be writ- 


ten to express 
this, 
for any 


formula would merely act in a 
limiting, repressive manner, and 
would defeat our purpose of 
•trying to secure fresh, untram- 
meled, novel stones, ideas and 
twists."

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INSTITUTE OF POLITICS. 


The return of President David P. Barrows 


of the University of California from the In- 
stitute of Politics at Williamstown and his 
report of conclusions reached there may oc- 
casion some inquiry as to the origin and Da- 
tore of this informal organization of political 
•eonoinists. 


The purpose of the Institute was stated a 


year ago, at its first session, hy Chief Justice 
Taft: 


"Progress made in any field of human ac- 


tivity is dependent upon reliable and accurate 
relevant facts. By as ranch as that evidence 
lacks in accnracy or extent, the deficiencies 
of progress are measured. TidS Institute is 
to help perfect the evidence es to the facts 
bearing upon the international relations bfr 
tween countries." 


While this year's meeting was but the sec- 


ond the idea of the organization was born in 
1913 when Harry A. Garfield, president of 
.Williams College, saw its need and opportuni- 
ties for service. The World War postponed 
action. In 1919 Garfield elaborated his plan 
to Bernard Baruch and received from him the 
pledge of financial aid to make it possible. 
Impending presidential elections and the un- 
determined status of the Treaty forced the de- 
cision to Trait until 1921 before calling the 
first session. 


"The Institute of Politics," Garfield says in 


*Our World," "is a place of exchange—not of 
goods but of ideas. Its members come from 
•widely separated parts of the world to confer 
upon subjects of mutual interest, to seek wider 
knowledge, better understanding, and byT:hese 
to create a new wealth of ideas.

It was suggested that the reparation demand 


against Germany be scaled down to $500,000,000 per 
year for thirty years.

The cut advised by 
the, institute would make the payment demanded 
about one-fourth of the present demand. 


The delegates were viewing the matter purely 


from a financial standpoint when they advocated 
the cancellation of America's debt against Europe, 
"both Governmental and private, which amounts in 
til to about $17,000,000,000. It was believed that the 
plan would facilitate the entire world petting hack 
into production and exportation. 
Personally I do 


not advocate the move, as a state cannot go through 
bankruptcy with the facility of a private corporation.

TAX BILL AN ISSUE. 


A development of the state election which 


is being hailed with satisfaction by those state 
senators and assemblymen who stood out 
against the King Tax Bill is to be seen in the 
results which have to do with the make-up of 
the next legislature. 


It will be remembered that when the King 


Tax Bill fight was on the word was passed 
that any legislator who stood out against it 
was writing his political sentence. So strongly 
did this argument appeal to a certain few that 
enough last minute changes in sentiment were 
expressed to carry the bill. Predictions were 
made that none of those who fought the meas- 
ure would be returned. 


The results, if anything, show an opposite 


effect. 
Among the strongest opponents of the 


controveited bill were Senators Lyon, Tonkin 
and Assemblymen Hurley, Gray, Badharn, 
Bromley, Baker, Graves, Benton, Roberts, 
Lyons, Burns, Mitchell and Badarocco. 
All 


have been returned and Hurley has been ele- 
vated from the Assembly to the Senate. War- 
ren or faan x-raucisco is uie ouiy outspoken i 
opponent of the tax bill to go down to defeat 
and to offset that there are a number of the 
most active proponents of the measure who did 
not receive support. There is Assemblyman 
Mather of the south Avho ran for the senate on 
the strength of his fight for the King bill and 
who failed in election, and other similar ex- 
periences nearer home. 


The old tax bill fight, which would not be 


downed,, which brought back into politics men 
who had been out for years, and which was 
made subject for an administration stumping 
trip during the legislative recess, came back to 
figure in the primaries and the results show 
those who were defeated at Sacramento have 
won at the polls. 


Wyoming desired to move and sell 
a quantity or "slack coal."

about sleeping sickness that it 
may be well to tell you about two 
diseases to which this name has 
been given. 


The first has been described bj 


this term for years. 
This is a 


serious disease met in Central Af- 
rica and carried by the tsetse-fly 
It may be transmitted by the com- 
mon fly as well. 


After 
inoculation it 
may be 


many months before any partic- 
ular symptom is noted. During 
this period there is gradual en- 
largement of the lymphatic glandf 
of the body. 


After a while the 
symptoms 


which give the name appear. The 
victim is listless, indifferent, his 
hands and tongue tremble. 
H( 


speaks with great difficulty. 
His 


voice is weak, tremulous, slow and 


When he walks, the 
patient 


shuffles along, with weak and un- 
certain steps. 


In time he falls into a dea» 


sleep, becomes comatose and diet.. 


This describes the African sleep- 


ing sickness. 
Since the influenza 


epidemic of J.918 there have been 
many cases reported of a diseasa 
known to the medical profession 
as "encephalitis lethargica." 
I 


tried my best to have it given the 
name "epidemic coma," so as not 
to have it confused wijih the Af- 
rican disease, but it was no use. 
The disease was marked by stupor 
and 
sleepiness, 
and 
everybody 


yielded to the natural temptation 
to call it "sleeping sickness." So 
now we have two entirely different 
diseases known by the same pop- 
ular name. 


Encephalitis lethargica is an in- 


flammation of the gray matter of 
the mid-brain. Efforts have not 
been successful as yet to determine 
definitely the cause but it is be- 
lieved to be a "coccus," a germ. 


In this form of sleeping sick- 


ness the stupor comes on grad- 
ually. 
The eye muscles are very 


apt to be paralyzed, so that there 
is double vision, or such droopj 
of the eyelids as to shut off 


There may be little fever*at__ 


almost no symptoms except tree 
btupor and sleep which may con- 
tinue for months, sometimes more 
than a year.

Sept. 2.—How to act 
the part of a lunatic on the stage 
was the unusual topic of a lecture 
held by Professor Alfred Stroh- 
mayr. one of Germany's leading 
psychiatrists, before an audience ot 
actors. lie analyzed- from a psy- 
chologic point of view the charac- 
ter1=* of Ophelia and King Lear. Ac- 
cording to the professor, Ophelia 
shows a typical case of lunacy. She 
walks about in a hysterical, semi- 
conscious state until, .unintention- 
ally and unconsciously, she be- 
comes a victim of the waves. King 
Lear's is a case of senile Imbecility 
which leads to hallucinatons. 


The professor concluded with the 
assertion that the object of the 
playwright ought not to be to give 
a minute and medically true pic- 
ture of a lunatic, but he Is entitled 
to make use of the principle of 
"poetic license" and form his char- 
acters from an artistic and not 
from c medical angle. 
Dr. Strohmayr referred to Ib-

" 'Our coach,1 says Mark Twain

It was 
diawn by six handsome horses, and 
by the side of the driver s 
the 


conductor, the legimate captain of 
the craft: for it was his business to 
take charge and care of the mails, 
baggage, express matter and pass- 
engers. "We changed horses every 
ten miles, all day Icng, and fairly 
flew over t^ie hard level road " 


"About 100 miles west of Salt 


Lake City the travelers entered 
upon an alkali desert. For 68 miles 
there was one break in it. There 
was a stage station there. It was 
45 miles from the beginning ef the 
desert and 23 from the end of it.

The Science of Chinese Medicine 


and Herbal Remedies 


The following article deals with the Chinese Science of Medicine, its theories of disease arid anat- 


omy, its methods of diagnosis and its employment of herbal remedies. 


The Chinese science of Medicine-is as old as Chinese civilization it- 
self. In tlie primitive .period of that nation's history, there reigned.an 
Emperor known, as Shin Nong, which in English-is the."God Farmer." 
He was regarded as a god because of his -wonderful knowledge of bot- 
any. 
He began his studies in this line by searching- for cereals and 
other plants that might serve as food for his people. In the course of 
his investigations, he learned that the taking of certain plants into the 
human system produced definite beneficial effects. He, therefore, named 
/and described every, plant which he found possessed ,of medicinal prop- 
erties. 
• 


In order to niake a careful study of human anatomy, he practiced 
vivisection on criminals condemned to death. From this he learned that 
in the human body thcru arc- fiviwmportant vital organs: the lungs, 
the heart, the liver, the spleen and the kidneys, for each of which 
there is a sub-organ, viz., the large intestines to the lungs, the small 
intestines to the heart, the sail to the liver, the stomach to the spleen, 
and. the bladder to the kidneys. He learned also that these internal 
organs have muscles, circulation and pulse which connect with the 
extremities of the body. The learned Herbalist places three finger 
upon eaoh. -wrist alternately as part of the diagnosis of the disease, 
and tho derangement of one or all of the organs, as the case may be. 


He beU»ved that all things on earth are included in five natural ele- 
ments—water, fire, vegetation, mineral'and earth. The-color In the 
vegetable element is green. He learned that the liquid found in-the 
gall bladder and the- juices secreted by .the liver are greenish. 
He 
therefore concluded that the gall bladder and liver belonged to the 
vegetation element. The" natural color of .the fire element is red. As 
the 3ieai-t controls tire circulation of the blood of the -body and as the 
blood is red, he said 'that the heart belonged to the fire element 
The natural tasto of the water element is salty. . As the urine which 
.passes irom the kidneys into the bladder is salty, these two organs 
-were classified under the water element. 
The natural color o£ the 
earth element is yellow. As he believed that- the stomach gets its 
power from the spleen and as the gastric juice of the stomach, is yel- 
low, he classified tho spleen and the stomach as belonging to the earth 
..element. As the color of the natural element in mineral is white, and 
as the lungs aro also ..white, he concluded that they belonged'to .the 
mirieral element. 
- 


Shin. Kong next classified the medicinal plants according to their rela- 
tions to the five natural elements. Those that were black and had a 
salty taste were classified, undor the water element. He believed-them 
to have an influence upon the kidneys and bladder, which organs be- 
longed to the water element. A*-the color in the vegetation element 
is green and the taste is sour, he'rhs of Rreen- color and sour-taste-were 
believed to be allied with the'vegetation-element. Herbs of this sort 
have power to contract the air. in the blood, and their, action assists 
the liver and gall bladder because these organs belong to the vegeta- 
tion element.

The color of things belonging-to tho.fire. elemenMs red, the taste is 
...bitter and the power from these rushes .through the system. Therefore, 
yariedicinal plants of .a red color and bitter taste are classed with the 
5 lire element. Ttfey have irtfluence upon the . heart' and the small 
pinfestines, which belong to the fire element. 


The color of the earth element is yellow. Its taste is sweet and the 
power from it is very slow. Herbs of yellow color and sweet taste be- 
long to the earth element. These slow down the circulation and thus 
cause the effects of the medicines to remain in the vital organs. 
Their effect is especially-marked upon the spleen and the stomach, he- 
cause these organs belong to the.earth element.' 


In the mineral element the color is while, the taste Is hot. and the 
power expands. Herbs of white color and pungent taste belong to the 
mineral element. These cause the natural heat of the body to go down 
to the extremities and to the-skin. They influence the, action of the 
lungs and of the large intestines, as these organs belong to the min- 
eral element. 


. There are, of course, abstruse variations of this subject. Each kind 
of herb, however closely allied to the others of its class, has its pecul- 
iar property and power, and it differs from the others just as every 
individual differs from all other persons. The herbalist must not only 
clearly understand this philosophy of relationship, but they must know 
every individual herb, what sort of effect it has upon.the human sys- 
tem, and how to unite the different herb mflioinps into various com- 
binations, which are known in English as Herbal Remedies. 


More than three thousand different species of herb medicines are in 
use. These comprise the barks, roots, flowers, leaves and berries of 
various plants. Fron* eight to twenty kinds of these herbs are used 
in each compound, the proportion varying in accordance with the 
needs of the individual case. By mixing these herbal compounds arid 
making many changes, numerous variations of effect are produced. 
With some remedies the power goes through the upper part of the 
body; with some it goes through the lower; with some through, the 
left side; with some through the right side; and with others through 
.the outside of the body or the skin. Sometimes the effect is retained 
in the vital organs, in the inner portion of the body, or it may go 
through the liver or the kidneys. Therefore, there are special reme- 
dies for each vital organ that is not functioning properly. "When 
more than one organ is deranged, there is need of more than one 
remedy. 
. 
' 


Such, In brief, is the history of the Chinese Science of Mediual Reme- 
dies together with a simple explanation of the relation between the 
medicinal plants and the vital organs affected by them. For more 
than four thousand years the Chinese race has been cared for by this 
system of medicine. Its benefit to mankind has been found of great 
value. Though som« improvements.have been made since the time of 
Shin Nong, yet the fundamental principles laid down by him, remain 
unchanged. 


All capable Herbalists employ four methods of diagnosis, despite the 
fact that many so-called "Herb Doctors" boast that they are able to 
diagnose everything by merely feeling the pulse, without either asking 
questions or looking at the patient's face. • Although this may some- 
times be sufficient, in many cases it is both unsatisfactory and mis- 
leading. 


The diagnosis of an efficient Herbalist consists of four parts. 


1. He studies the expression of the face and eyes, as well 
as the condition of -the skin. 


2. He listens to the voice, and from it learns much con- 
cerning the internal condition. 


3. He asks questions to ascertain 
the- feelings 
and 
symptoms of the sufferer. This enables him to treat the case 
specifically instead of in a general way. 


4. He feels the pulse to see whether its action verifies the 
findings obtained in the three mentioned above, and to further 
determine the condition of the internal organs. 


The four Chinese Characters given above are to be found in- nvery 
volume of Chinese Medical works.

S. To make the man of the 
sorth, .C07;fh, "a^t ard rrest con- 
versant with the manners and cus- 
toms of sections of the country not 
his own and to strengthen the 
bonds of comradeship. 


Active membership in the or- 


ganization is limited to commission- 
ed officers of the three components 
of the army or those retired under 
honorable conditions. 
JNEED SUCH ORGAJ.TLZAT10N 
That there is need of such an or- 


ganization is proven by the exper- 
ience during the World war. When 
men from ail parts of the country 
are thrown together there is bound 
to be some confusion. 
In army 


social life, a man from the south, 
or his wife, is apt to feel out of 
place with a couple from the west;
